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SUMMARY OF ORIGINAL BILL:  Requires the fiscal note for all general bills and 

resolutions to be completed once a standing committee of either house places the bill or 

resolution on calendar. Removes the requirement that a fiscal note be completed within 10 days 

following the introduction of a general bill or resolution.
